PROGRESSIVE STEP AND IT
SHOULD HAVE BIG MAJORITY.

Yes. sir, gentlemeA. it commences
to look as if the ladies might vote at
each and every election held after the
coming election on November 5, be-

cause from the talk and expressions
which we hear the men who have been
thinking the thing over have about
concluded that the ladies, being good
enough for jncst everything else,
ought to and surely are, good enough
to go up on the day when Americans
usually decide the things which come
up at stated intervals, by the ballot,
and take a hand in the deciding, se-

eing that she always has to help foot
the bills anyhow later cn. The . la-

dies surely ought to vote.
Read the following amendment to

the constitution over and then go
down to the booth on election clay and
cast your ballot for your wife, your
mother or your sweetheart, whichever

or any sailor engaged and employed
on the Great Lakes or in coastwise
trade shall be deprived of a vote byreason of the absence from the town-

resides, and the legislature shall pro-
vide by law the manner in which and
the time and place at which such ab-
sent electors may vote and for the
canvass and return of their votes:
Provided further, That the legisla-
ture shall have power to pass laws
covering qualified electors who may
be necessarily absent from other
causes than above specified: and Pro-
vided further, That there shall be no
denial of the elective franchise at anyelection on account of sex.

She tells of some
of the vile, low, unspeakable and un-
printable 'things which Hatton, her
husband, compelled her to do to
satisfy his beastly cravings and these
stories, borne out largely by neigh-bors who knew some of the thingsconnected with the family, alter the
circumstances and make her crime
less, according to Prosecutor Miller,Chas. B. Rarden and other attorneysand investigators who have been at
work on the case. Mrs. Hatton will
undoubtedly get a life sentence for
the murder, but the chances are that
with the evidence which is being col- -
lected for the use of a pardon board
at tome future time, that she will be
pardoned at the first ffcrt in that
direction.

"Bill" Rusher, formerly head clerk

in the Fristce & Divine store, but
now a lieutenant in the United States
army writes the following letter to
Vern C. Divine:

Sept. 7, 1918.
Dear Vern:

This letter might well be entitled
"Thank God for the Military Band," '
and "other, music," for it's about that
I shall write. '

I wish you could have v been with
me a little while ago Vern but since
you weren't. IU try to express the
thougst I want you to get, as best I
can.

We .had a little concert this evening
cut in a small pine grove just a hun-

dred yards or so from our barracks.
In the center of the grove we had
built up a platform and lighted it
with electric lights. We had been
using the grove to hold our gun drill
in and our cannon were scattered all
about grim evidence of the war that
is so near to all of us.

It was a very pleasant evening and
everyone had turned out to enjoy they
fun. And there on that old wooden
platform with row after row of
khaki clad men for an audience one
after another they came. ' Men who
no doubt have called forth long ap-

plause in crowded opera houses, for
no pay or rtward of any kind, sang
their songs and told their stories for
the mere pleasure cf making . their
comrades happy. And intermingled
with their songs were selections by
our military band.

The lights threw their glow but a
short distance but the stars were
shining brightly and it was a very
pretty scene. . Sometimes there'd bo
a love song or a song of home and
everything would be very still and it
took but little imagination to follow
the thoughts of every fellow there to
someone or something he loved across
the sea.

The fellow from Texas thinking
of running cattle out cn the prairie
with his eyes full of sand and the
smell of hot horse flesh in his nostrils.
The little "use to be" alley rat from
the west side of New York city
dreaming of the black haired girl
who'd said "I'll be waitin' kid when
you come back again." Or the fel-
low of 30 or there abouts sitting back
near the edge of the crowd perhaps
longing for his wife and little baby
on "their" farm out in Iowa. Each
one thinking of his owti little world
and none caring who knew of what
ho thought.

But there was no sndness there.
When the band played rag time you'd
hear the yelling all over camp fel-
lows out in the edge of the grove who
wrere sleeping in pup tents, others in
the barracks all over camp who for
some reason hadn't attended the con-cert--t- he

yelling of the healthy fel-
low who's glad just to be alive.
- And I'm glad that I can be here in
it all, Vern, I'll never stop being glad
that I'm with the rest for they are
the best men in the world today, men
who love their country and are deter-
mined to make it a safe place to live,
in. -

Little incidents like that of . this
evening produce butsfmcods of the
moment" course, and may mean but
little to --you, bat it's just such little
things thatTgive us all the courage
to "carry, on" and do things in a big
way. v

I only wish that I could make you
feel the "spirjt" of such gathering aa
I have felt it this evening but I real-
ize of course that that is impossible.
But it's well worth while.

I am "officer of the day," com-
mander of the guard in otbec words,
tonight, and will have to get up in
the middle of the nipht and make the
rounds to see that everything is o. k.
so I'd better turn in now. It will
bo a shame Vern, if I don't get back
some day to tell you of all the things
I've seen and experienced over here.
But if I don't some one else can.

CLOSED TO HELP

CHECK IIIFLUEI1ZA

55 CASES REPORTED IN CITY,
CHURCHES, PUBLIC SCHOOLS,

THEATER, ETC., CLOSED.

The Spanish influenza epidemic has
got things on the run in this city and
on Tuesday morning the school bells
failed to ring their usual call to the
students and scholars of the city.
Monday night the Empress theater
failed to open its doer and on Sunday
the churches of the city will hold no
services, owing to a determined ef-

fort of the board of health of the
city to step the spread of and starnp
out the disease.

About55 cases have been reported
to Health Officer Litle to date and he
acting in conjunction with the other
members of the board of health de
cided that the best thing to do to
prevent the spreading of the malady
was to ask the owners of all public
Catherine: places in the city to close
their places of business for a period
of not less than ten days and perhaps
for two weeks, at which time it is
thought that the disease will be so far
conquered tt it will once more be
saie lo oien meuiaces vo wicu uuiic.

With this idea in mind Dr. JLitle
took the matter up with Messrs.
Wricht & Joslin. proprietors of - the
Empress theater and the latter were
onlv too willimr to comply with the
request and closed their theater, can-

celling all bookings for pictures which
they had and at a total loss to them-
selves for the time that they are shut
up. jonn uenn, proprietor oi ine
Smoke House at the corner oi neas-a- nt

Main streets, volunteered to close
up his card ' and smoking room. This
place is one of the most popular
hanging out places in Uie city and
accommodates hundreds qf people
daily, but Mr. Dehn, with two sons in
the'national service, felt that he would
rather close the' entire place than to
see the disease spread.

The ministers of the city, when re-

quested to. keep the churches closed
to the churchgoers next Sunday and
during the nightsof tVie week at which
times services are usually held also
gladly offered to do anything that
they could in aiding in stamping out
the epidemic, which seems to be so
infectuous that it spreads with alarm-
ingrapidity. "

Up to date there are no deaths in
this city due to the epidemic, although
there are some very sick people who
are suffering with th disease and it
is pnly by the strictest attention that
the henlth of the public can be pro-
tected during this time. A child in
school who had the disease and who
thinking that she could keep on at-

tending to her studies exposed so
many that the day following her own
seat and the seats of practically every
child sitting near.her were vacant.

The board of education took the
matter up on Monday and the teach-
ers asked the pupils in the various
rooms how many there were who had
someone sick with the epidemic in
their homes and a great number stood
up to testify. These children were
then sent home On Tuesday morn-
ing it was decided that the schools
would not reopen until Monday morn-
ing. October 28.

The epidemic of Jtfpanish Influenza
seems to keep en raging throughout
the nation, although reports coming
in from the various army camps and
cantonments state that it is on the de-
crease. The number of .deaths among
the soldiers has been more than the
number of casualties In the expedi-
tionary forces in Franaf ami bodies'
of dead soldiers have waited for days
waiting for coffins to contain them.

The action of the health officer and
the board of health is to be commend-
ed as is also the action of the board
of education and extra precautions
should be taken by each and everyone
to fight the first symptoms cf the dis-
ease when they become apparent. .
